In the pending Dffice action, Claims 31 and 32 were allowed, and Claims 8-10, 1 9-21 and 
27 were objected to as being dependant upon a rejected base claim, but were indicated as 
allowable if rewritten n independent form to include all of the limitations of the haiie claim and 
any interveuing claimj . Each of these claims is now rewritten in independent fbim, or depends 
from one of tlie claimf that is rewritten in independent form. Claim 1 is amended to include the 
limitations of Claim 27 (indicated as allowable). Claim 14 is also amended to incorporate the 
substance of Claim 27, Claim 8 (indicated as allowable) is rewritten in independent form, and 
Claim 19 (indicated a : allowable) is slightly amended and rewritten in independmi; form. The 
remaining claims are dependent from one of these independent claims.
